the Army Dewy Short. 

The action to elect a nominee 
for the seat left vacant by the 
death of Senator Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. was by acclama- 
tion at the special meeting here 
today of the Republican State 
Committee, which had been 
called to: choose a nominee. 

The withdrawal of Short was 
announced just before the meet- 
ing by one of his close political 
associates and supporters, for- 
mer State Representative Ralph 
Baird of Joplin. 

Baird told reporters he had 
talked to Short and had advised 
him that Hocker had the support 
of 24 of the 44 members of the 
state tcommittee, making his 
selection assured.

U.S. Sources Rule Out Meeting 


Between President, Khrushchev

UNITED NATIONS, ' N.Y.,

American sources agreed with 
other diplomats that the Soviet 
purpose revealed in Khrush- 
chev’s speech—begun in the long 
and critical Congo debate—is to 
take over the United Nations.

NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (UPT)— 
A Cuban Army major was dis- 
afmed by New York police last 
night on a ruling by Secretary 
of State Christian A. Herter.

The representative finally 
telephoned Herter, who is stay- 
ing at the Waldorf. 

Herter said diplomatic immun- 
ity did not apply and Cerreras 
would have to comply with New 
York State’s Sullivan law, which 
forbids the carrying of firearms. 

Cerreras surrendered the pis- 
tol, which he wore in a special 
holster strapped to the inside of 
his left leg under his trousers. 

When Castro and his 80 aids 
arrived from Havana Sunday, a 
number of the ‘‘Fidelistas had to 
be disarmed at the airport. 

Herter was asked yesterday to 
order Cuban army chief of staff 
Juan Almeida out of the country 
for allegedly inciting a crowd 
of 10,000 outside Castro’s Har- 
lem hotel Wednesday night. 

Dudley Devine, president of 
the young Republicans club, said 
Almeida, a Negro, had told Har- 
lem Negroes “the reason we 
came to Harlem was to free the 
Negroes from discrimination and 
segregation.” 

Devine said the death of 9- 
year-old Magdalena Urdaneta 
had resulted from pro-Castro agi- 
tation and Almeida should be 
restricted in his movements. 

The child and her visiting 
Venezuelan parents were inno- 
cent bystanders at the El Prado 
restaurant Wednesday when M 
pro- and five anti-Castro parti- 
sans fought with pistols, beer 
bottles and clubs.

U.S. Cost of Living Levels Off 
For First Time Since January 


Index for August Remains at July Mark 
of 126.6 — Rise Expected to 
Resume.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23—The 
cost of living leveled off last 
month after a steady rise which 
began in January and which set 
record highs for five consecu- 
tive months, the Labor Depart- 
ment reported today. 

The consumer price index for 
| August remained at 126.6 per 
cent of the 1947-49 base period. 
This was the same level reached 


in July. The July figure was a} 


rise of one-tenth of one per cent 
above the previous record set in 
| June. 


This means that prices were 
26.6 per cent higher in Jely and 
August than the average in the 
base period. Put another way, 
it cost $12.66 to purchase the 
same quantity of. goods and 
services that could be bought 
for $10 in 1947-49. 


(In St. Louis the food price 
index declined .3 per cent from 
July to August, but the August 
index was 1.5 per cent above 
that of a year ago, the bureau 
said. There were decreases of 
| 4.6 per cent in prices of fruits 
and vegetables and .2 per cent 
in cereals and bakery products. 
Dairy products increased 1.6 per 
cent; meats, poultry and fish, 
1 per cent, and other foods .4 
per cent.) 


The leveling off in prices last 
month was not unexpected. 
Commissioner of Labor Statis- 
tics Ewan Clague pointed out 
that August usually is a ‘“‘low 
price month,” in which costs 
seldom rise and occasionally 
show a small drop. 


Discussing the outlook for the 
next few years, Clague said the 
index is slowing down a little. 
Future increases probahly will 
be smaller, “But I don’t see 
any downturn unless we have 
a severe recession or a depres- 
sion,”’ he added. 

Illustrating the trend toward 
smaller rises in the cost of liv- 
ing, Clague noted that the index 
increased by 5.9 per cent be- 
tween August 1956 and August 
1958, compared with a 2.3 per 
cent rise between August 1958 
and last month. 

The principal factors prevent- 
ing an increase last month were 
declines in the prices of food, 
house furnishings, including home 
appliances, and new automobiles, 
Clague said. This was balanced 
by increases, most of them small, 
in the cost of almost all other 
| commodities and services.

caused chiefly by substantial de- 
creases for fresh fruits and 
vegetables, which are expected 
in August. There were substan- 
tial increases in the prices of 
gasoline, housing and clothing. 

Net spendable earnings and 
buying power of factory workers 
declined in August, the Bureau 
of Labor statistics reported. 
Since March, the earnings ‘of 
factory production workers have 
consistently been below 1959 
levels. 


“This may account for some 

of the current slack in the 
economy, because consumer buy- 
ing power is down somewhat,” 
Clague said. 
_ Spendable earnings of factory 
workers, the amount left after 
tax deductions, declined by about 
80 cents a week in August. The 
average net weekly paycheck of 
a worker with three dependents 
was $80.42 and for a worker with 
no dependents, $72.88. 

Based on earlier increases in 
the living cost .index, about 
63,000 workers in the aircraft in- 
dustry will get a one-cent-an- 
hour wage increase. These work- 
ers are employed by the Martin 
Co. and Republic and North 
American Aviation. 


AIR FORCE SHOWS 
NEW MINUTEMAN 
BALLISTIC MISSILE 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 23 
(AP)—The Air Force unveiled 
late yesterday its push-button 
weapon of the future — the 


Minuteman intercontinental bal- 
listic missile. 


Gen. Thomas D. White, Air 
Force chief of staff, touched a 
switch before several hundred 
persons assembled in front of 
the civic auditorium, and a 
silvered plastic cover fell away 
to reveal the long and slender 
missile. Then a hydraulic mech- 
anism raised the Minuteman to 
an upright position in eight min- 
utes. It was the first time the 
missile was shown publicly. 


The weapon was shorter than 
the Titan and Thor ballistic 
missiles—80 ‘to 90 feet tall—be- 
tween which it has been placed. 

White told a press conference 
at the Air Force Association 
convention that flight testing of 
the weapon will begin at Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., late this year 
and construction. of the first 
Minuteman site soon will begin 
at Malmstrom Air Force Base, 
|| near Great Falls, Mont. 


UN.CONGOFORCE 
GETS FREER HAND 
TOCURBFIGHTIN 


‘Told to Intervene if 
Necessary Between 
Tribesmen and 
Troops in Katanga. 


LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo, 
Sept. 23 (AP) — United Nations 
field commanders had a freer 
hand today to deal with disturb- 
ances in Katanga province, 
where bands of Baluba tribes- 
mén are on the warpath against 
Premier Moise Tshombe’s seces- 
sionist government. ° 

U.N. forces, who have been 
hamstrung by orders to fire only 
in self defense, were authorized 
to intervene if necessary in 
clashes between Katanga troops 
and rebel tribesmen to maintain 
order. 

Tshombe warned the U.N. it 
would have to take the responsi- 
bility for whatever happens in 
overriding provincial officials 
trying to stem political unrest. 

The new orders to U.N. com- 
manders came after Katanga 
troops were accused of brutally 
suppressing an anti-government 
demonstration in Luena last 
week in retaliation for a raid on 
the mining town by anti-Tshom- 
be Baluba tribesmen. 

“Resist the Katanga army or 
police if they use harsh meth- 
ods in stamping out anti-govern- 
ment uprisings by rebel tribes- 
men;”’ the orders said. 

The U.N. Command in Leo- 
poldville paid no immediate at- 


j tention to the demand of Col. 


Joseph Mobutu, the reigning 
Congo strong man, for withdraw. 
al of Ghanaian and Guinean 
troops. 

Ghana U.N. units were still 
guarding the home of Patrice 
Lumumba to ward off possible 
attempts by mobs, crying for the 
deposed Premier’s blood, to 
seize him.

American people are uneasy at 
the present drift in our national 
course—that they are disturbed 
by the relative decline in our 
vitality and prestige. 

“If I am wrong in this assump- 
tion,” he added, “if the Ameri- 
can people are satisfied with 
things as they are — if Ameri- 
cans are unperturbed by ap- 
proaching dangers and compla- 
cent about our capacity to meet 
them, then I fully expect to 
lose this election.” 


He said he was confident he 
was not wrong in his appraisal 
of the national attitude. 


He predicted a defeat in No- 
vember for Republicans, who, he- 
charged, “have held back the 
growth of America for the past 
eight years.” 


Kennedy said pointedly that 
his attacks on the Eisenhower 
Administration were not to be 
construed as criticism of the 
United States. ‘“‘On the contrary,” 
he asserted, ‘‘it is because I 
have faith in this country — be- 
cause I think it can do more and 
better — that I am calling for 
greater efforts and leadership.” 


Nixon has called some of Ken- 
nedy’s statements ‘“‘naive,”’ but 
the Democratic nominee replied 
today, “It is not naive to call 
for increased strength; it is 
naive to think that freedom can 
prevail without it.’’ 


Kennedy’s statement was 
viewed by observers as empha- 
sizing the basic campaign issue 
between the two presidential 
candidates. 


As he campaigned through 
the Old West today, Kennedy 
stressed also the need for an 
imaginative, accelerated pro- 
g am for developing natural re- 
sources. 


Kennedy’s private plane, hop- 
ping from one stop to another 
like an antic.grasshopper, car- 
ried the nominee through seven 
states in two days. Yesterday 
he swept through Iowa, North 
Dakota and Montana. Today’s 
itinerary called for visits to Wy- 
oming and Utah, in addition to 
Colorado. 


Natural Resources Policy. 


He drew outlines of his nat- 
ural resources policy in a speech 
before the western states water 
and power consumers conference 
late last night in Billings, Mont. 
An overflow crowd of 3000 per- 
sons applauded him frequently. 


The major element in his pro- 
gram was a pledge to reverse 
what he termed the ‘“‘no new 
starts” policy of the Eisenhower 
Administration. He promised 
*‘comprehensive plans for multi- 
purpose river development” and 
other measures to utilize nat- 
ural assets. 


Calling for a national, rather 
than local or regional, approach 
to river development, he sug- 
gest the possibility of linking 
the far-flung power systems of 
the Columbia and Missouri river 
basins.

Consolidation proposals could 
include the proposed name of 
the consolidated city and its 
form of government, or the elec- 
tion could be on the consolidation 
alone, under another recommen- 
dation.

Actual 
consolidation would not be effec- 
tive until some future date in 
such case, 

A requirement of present law Be 
that citizens initiating consolida- & 
tion proposals must put up a 
bond to cover the cost of the 
election if the proposal failed 
would be eliminated. 


Governing bodies. of musics 
palities would also have the 
power to initiate such proposals. 

Petitions by. citizen groups 
would be filed with their respec- 
tive municipalities, whose gov- 
erning bodies would have 90 
days in which to approve or 
disapprove an election. Failure

However, if the 
proposal should originate with 
the governing bodies of the mu- 
nicipalities, no limitation on 
number or frequency of elec- 
tions would apply. 


The league would not at- 
tempt to persuade the Legisla- 
ture to restrict the law changes 
it proposes to St. Louis county.

TRIAL OF MOTHER 
IN DRUGGING 
IS HELD UP 


CLEVELAND, 0O., Sept. 22 
(UPI)—The trial of the mother 
of the “sleeping beauty” sisters 
was thrown into confusion yes- 
terday when her statement to 
police disappeared and the de- 
fendant and her husband scuf- 
fled with a photographer. 

The result was an unusual 
night session of Juvenile Court. 

Her statement to police, in 
which she allegedly admitted 
feeding her 3- and 53-year-old 
daughters barbiturates which 
made them lapse into comas, 
later reappeared as mysterious- 
ly as it disappeared. 

The mother, Mrs. Lillian Frat- 
antonio, charged with child ne- 
glect, testffied in her own be- 
half and denied saying every- 
thing contained in the statement. 

Earlier the courtroom was 
thrown into confusion when the 
statement was reported missing. 
Assistant county prosecutor 
Thomas Osborne indicated it 
had been taken from a group of 
exhibits and then returned. He 
refused to talk about reports 
that it had been photographed. 

But Juvenile Court Judge Mar- 
garet Spellacy ordered the film 
of the statement destroyed and 
reportedly received assurance it 
would be. 

A hassle also broke out among 
the 29-year-old defendant, her 
husband, a friend and a news- 
paper photographer. 

Vincent Fratantonio, a brew- 
ery worker, grabbed filmholders 
from the photographer. His 


photog would be taken 
without the subject’s permission. 

Mrs. Fratantonio, a petite 
woman, said under cross-ex- 
amination that she did not give 
all the answers in the alledged 
confession and did not make all 
the statements in it. She also 
said she made the statement 
under duress.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP) 
—Russia -jammed most of yester 
day’s United States Russian-lan- 
guage broadcasts of President 
Eisenhower’s speech to the 
United Nations.

Powers, in tears, said he 
would stand by until Sunday

with Khrushchev. 

“He appears to be a kind man 
and when two fathers meet and 
discuss the fate of a son, things 
can change,” he said. 

Powers had teelphoned the So- 
viet legation several times. be- 
fore arriving there. Each time 
he got a “no comment.” 

After being turned away, he 
stopped at a mailbox a block

‘The Missouri Atomic Energy 
Commission agreed unanimously 
here today to recommend pas- 
sage of a state ‘ldw providing 
for registration and licensing of 
X-ray and radium use‘in Mis- 
souri. 

Senator Albert M. Spradling 
Jr., (Dem.); Cape Girardeau, 
commission chairman, said the 
recommendation would be made 
to the Governor and to the sev- 
enty-first General’ Assembly 
yneeting in January. Missouri, 
he said, is one of the few states 
having no such law. 

Under the state agency’s pro- 
posal, the Governor would be 
authorized to appoint a seven- 
member board to set up regu- 
lations on X-ray and radium. 
The board would be named with 
the advice and consent of the 
Senate. 

Composition’ of Board. 

The’ board’s membership, 
Spradling said, would include a 
radiologist, a dentist, a radiation 
physicist; a radiation biologist, 
a veterinarian skilled in use of 
X-ray, a general practitioner of 
medicine, and an educator in 
the medical field. 

Administration would be under 
the State’ Department of Health, 
which would handle inspections, 
registration and licensing... It 
was estimated the program 
would cost $30,000 to’ $35,000 a 
year and would require the hir- 
ing of two persoiis skilled in 
radiation protection, and a clerk. 

Bill Failed Last Session. 


The proposed new law is more 
far-reaching than a proposal that 
failed to get final action at the 
last session of the Legislature. 
The previous proposal called 
only for registration in‘ connec- 
tion with X-ray and radium use. 

“We hdve never regulated or 
licensed X-ray and radium,” 
said Spradling. “Because of the 
tremendous importance of pro- 
tection against excessive expo- 
undef 18, we felt Missouri should 
enter into the program.”’

The victory has been won 
already in many countries and 
in many lands. Can we relax, 
however? We know indeed, that 
tens of millions of people are 
still languishing in colonial bond- 
age, and are experiencing cruel 
deprivations. 

This is taking place at a time 
which we are calling a time of 
great and promising scientific 
discoveries. The mind and the 
hands of man have created a 
space ship that circles the earth. 
Man is already capable of send- 
ing human beings far beyond 
our planet. 

We have split the atom and 
are penetrating the albumin 
cell. We are moving on land and 
above land with astonishing 
speed, and the vistas of our 
knowledge are so broad that we 
ourselves are surprised. 

It may seem that everything 
in our world is perfect. But at 
the same time who can say that 
this world of ours is already 
completely and well arranged, 
that in it there is no poverty and 
deprivation. It is worthwhile 
pondering once again over the 
fact that, according to United 
Nations statistics, hundreds of 
millions of people on different 
continents are eking vut a hun- 
gry and miserable existence.

A year ago I already had the 
honor of speaking from this 
lofty rostrum. That was a time 
when highly promising prospects 
for the invigoration of the in- 
ternational atmosphere ha d 
opened up before mankind. Con- 
tacts between responsible states- 
men from various countries of 
the world were expanding. The 
General Assembly adopted a res- 
olution on general and complete 
disarmament. 

Disarmament Committee. 

The 10-nation disarmament 
committee began its work. 
Agreement was reached on a 
summit conference. Certain 
progress was made in the talks 
on the discontinuance of atomic 
and hydrogen weapons tests. All 
this instilled great hopes into 
the hearts of people in all coun- 
tries. 

No one can dispute the fact 
that the Soviet Union has never 
spared any effort to make inter- 
national relations continue fur- 
ther to develop in this gratifying 
direction. However, the sinister 
forces who profit by maintaining 
international tension cling hard 
to their positions, 

.We came up against a dan- 
gerous manifestation of the ac- 
tivities of these forces last 
spring when the aircraft of 
one of the largest of the 
United Nations member states, 
namely the United States, per- 
fidiously invaded the air space 
of the Soviet Union and other 
states. Moreover, the United 
States has promoted such vio- 
letion of international law into 
a principle of deliberately pur- 
sued state policy. 

The aggressive incursion of an 
American plane into our country 
and ail the subsequent actions 
of the United States Government

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frantic opposition and evoke 
thunder and lightning on the part 
of the powers grouping around 
NATO, this present day “holy 
alliance” of sorts which has as- 
sumed the thankless mission of 
exorcising the spirit of freedom 
wherever it appears on the 
globe. 

Courageous Cuba has become 
the object of all kinds of at- 
tacks, intrigues, and subversion, 
economic aggression and finally, 
poorly concealed threats of in- 
tervention. 

The relations of the United 
States with Cuba are illustrative. 
All the branches of Cuba’s econ- 
omy before the victory of the 
popular revolution in that coun- 
try are known to have been 
dominated completely by Amer- 
ican monopolies which gained 
huge profits out of the exploita- 
tion of the Cuban workers and 
the wealth of their fertile land. 

Having expelled dictator Ba- 
tista the Cuban people have 
freed themselves from foreign 
exploitation, and have taken 
their fate into their own hands 
firmly declaring to the United 
States monopolists: ‘‘No more 
plundering of our country. We 
ourselves shall utilize the wealth 
of our labor and our land!” 


Storms in Africa. 


Stormy developments have 
flared up on the African conti- 
nent. The young republic of 
The Congo on the third day after 
the proclamation of her inde- 
pendente fell victim to aggres- 
sion. Before the eyes of the 
whole world the Belgian Govern- 
ment attempted to deprive that 
country of-its freedom, to take 
back what the Congolese people 
have been selflessly fighting for 
over decades. 

An international crisis devel- 
oped which brought back to ev- 
eryone’s memory the troubled 
days of Autumn 1956: The days 
of the Suez crisis, As was the 
case then, an independent Afri- 
can state fell victim to unpro- 
voked aggression, the universal- 
}ly recognized principles of rela- 
tions among states were flouted, 
a situation was created which

should establish orders in their 
countries on their own will and 
choice. 

Opposes Interference. 

Secondly, we have always op- 
posed and will oppose any inter- 
ference by imperialists in the 
internal affairs of the countries 
liberating themselves from colo- 
nial dependence, as well as such 
unworthy methods as were used 
in The Congo. 

The colonialists seek to dis- 
solve the legitimate government 
and parliament with the help of | 
the countries which call them- | 
selves the free world, they want | 
to celebrate their victory. But | 
it is as yet too early for them to. 
rejoice for it is a Pyrrhic victory. | 

The Soviet Government has 
placed The Congo question on 
the agenda of the fifteenth ses- 
sion of the General Assembly. 
The Assembly should give a re- 
buff to the colonialists and their 
stooges and call Mr. Hammar- 
skjold to order so that he should 
not abuse his position as Secre- 
tary General and should dis- 
charge his duties in strict con- 
formity with the provisions of 
| the United Nations Charter and 
the decisions of the Security 
Council. 

It is the opinion of the Soviet 
Government that a_ decision 
should be taken that only the 
troops of the countries of Africa 
and Asia should be left in The 
Congo, those troops remaining 
there only with the consent of 
the legally elected Congolese 
government of Mr. Lumumba 
and being used only at the dis- 
cretion of this government in the 
interests of insuring the’ normal 
functioning of the legitimate 
government and parliament of 
The Congo Republic, 

Unfortunately, the policy of 
violating the integral rights of 
the peoples is still to be felt in 
the United Nations itself. Just

Refers to Arms Proposal. 

Last September on the instruc- 
tions of the Soviet government I 
submitted to the fourteenth ses- 
sion of the U.N. General As- 
sembly the proposals of the 
Soviet Union on general and 
complete disarmament. The 
enormous destructive power of 
modern weapons, the unprece- 
dentéd scope of the arms race, 
the accumulation by states of 
huge stockpiles of the weapons 
of mass extermination all create | 
a threat to the future of man- | 
kind and make -it imperative to 
seek an approach, new in prin- 
ciple, to the disarmament prob- 
lem. Our proposals are the prac-* 
tical expression of such an ap- 
proach. 

Our country is compelled to 
maintain armed forces only for 
the reason that our proposals on 
complete and general disarma- 
ment have not yet been accepted. 
We shall do everything we can 
so that general and complete 
disarmament becomes reality 
and mankind is saved from the 
arms race and the threat of a 
new destructive war. 

Throughout: the work of the 
10-nation disarmament commit- 
tee the western powers refused 
to proceed to the working out of 
an agreement on general and 
complete disarmament, seeking 
by every possible means to 
evade a discussion of the sub- 
stance of the Soviet program of 
general and complete disarma- 
ment transferred by the General 
Assembly to the committee for 


liking for Capitalism. But we do 
not want to foist. our system 
upon other countries. 


Treaty With Germany. 


The international knots which 
are the heritage of the second 
world war are still entangled. 
First and foremost among them 
stands the conclusion of a peace 
treaty with Germany and the 
solution on this basis of the 
crucial question of West Berlin. 
If a peace treaty with Germany 
has not so far been \concluded 
this is completely on the con- 
science of the governments of 
the Western powers which, to 
speak without beating about the 
bush, have been sabotaging this 
problem in the course of many 
years, 

The Soviet Union believes that 
the solution~of the Korean ques- 
tion is most essential for’ the 
consolidation of peace in the Far 
East and in the whole world. 


Only madmen can contemplate 
solving the Korean. question 
through the use of armed force. 


The proposal of the govern- 
ment of the Korean people’s 
democratic republic about a 
confederation of North and 
South Korea is as reasonable as 
the proposal of the government 
of the German democratic re- 
public on setting up a confeder- 
ation between the two German 
states. This is the only way to a 
good start for the peaceful re- 
unification of these states. 


We would like to hope that 
the United Nations will success- 
fully accomplish the responsible 
tasks dictated by the world sit- 
uation, which is still disturbing. 

The experience of the work of 
the United Nations has demon- 
strated that this body is useful 
and necessary. In the course of 
the United Nations 
however, some of its negative 
aspects also come to light. The 
executive machinery of the of- 
ganization 
partially. It often approaches 
the solution of questions from 
the standpoint of a‘tertain group 
| of countries. 


Attacks Hammarskjold. | 


Partially in the implementa- 
tion of practical measures on 
the part of the United Nations 
was particularly manfested in 
the events that flared up in The 
Congo. Mr. Hammarskjold, the 
secretary general, in implement- 
ing the decisions of the Security 
Council, in effect sided with the 
colonialists and with the coun- 
tries that support the colonial-

ists. This is a very dangerous 
thing. 


We have come to the firm, 


conclusion that the time has 
come to create conditions for a 
more effective work both of the 
United Nations as a whole and 
of this organization’s executive 
working body. 

In brief we consider it expedi- 
ent to set up instead of a secre- 
tary general who is presently 
the interpreter and executor of 
the Assembly and Security Coun- 
cil decisions a collective execu- 
tive body of the United Nations 
comprising three persons, each 
of whom would represent a cer-. 
tain group of states. A definite 
guarantee would thereby be cre- 
ated that the work of the United 
Nations executive would not be 
conducted to the detriment of 
any of these groups of states. 

Wants Democratic Body. 
Then the United Nations exec- 

utive will really be a democratic 
body, it will really safeguard the 
interests of all United Nations 
member states irrespective of 
the social ‘and political systems 
of the various states making up 
the United Nations. 

The question arises of 
whether or not thought should 
be given to the choice of an- 
other locale for the United Na- 
tions headquarters which 
would better facilitate the ef- 
fective work of this interna- 
tional organization. Switzer- 
land or Austria might well be 
such a place, for example. I 
can declare in all responsibil- 
ity that if it should be censid- 
ered expedient to house the 
United Nations headquarters 
in the Soviet Union we guaran- 
tee the best possible conditions 
for its work, complete freedom. 
and security for the repre- 
sentatives of all states. 

Concluding my address, I wish 
to emphasize once again that the 
Soviet government, guided by 

the interests of the Soviet peo- 
ple, by the interests of the citi- 
zens of the free socialist state 
once again is proposing to all: 
Let us talk, argue, but let us 
solve the question of general 
and complete disarmament. Let 
us bury colonialism that has 
been condemned by mankind. 


Khrushchev 


Khrushchev text bore consider- 
‘able resémblance to the over-all 
plan he presented a year ago in 
a speech on disarmament to the 
Assembly at the time of his tour 
of the United States. 


Khrushchev attacked Hammar- 
skjold for what he charged was 
an “‘unseemly”’ and “‘shameful’’ 
attempt to supplant the. govern- 
ment of Patrice Lumumba: in 
The Congo. He said: 


“The colonialists and their 
servitors say that Lumumba is 
a Communist. Lumumba is, cer- 
tainly, no Communist but he is 
a patriot of his country and 
honestly serves his own people 
in their struggle for liberation 
from the colonial yoke. 

“Some organs of the United 
States and British press, en- 
couraged by certain forces, 
clamor about an alleged Soviet 
defeat in The Congo. 

Denies Any Interference. 

“What can one say of such 
unwise allegations? First of all, 
we did not and could not sus-

“It has been and will always 
be our stand that the peoples of 
Africa, like those of other con- 
tinents, striving for their libera- 
tion from the colonial yoke, 
should establish orders in their 
countries on their own will and 
choice.” , 

Following his strong attack on 
“colonial” regimes, Khrushchev 
presented to the Assembly a 12- 
page text entitled ‘Declaration 
on Granting Independence to Co- 
lonial Countries and Peoples.” 
This called for sweeping action 
by the United Nations to enter 
into negotiation between the 
“colonial’’ powers and the ‘‘peo- 
ples of the colonies” to reach an 
agreement on freedom for all. 


Khrushchev’s speech followed 
that made by President Kwame 
Nkrumah of Ghana, who criti- 
cized Hammarskjold and the 
U.N. force and supported the 
restoration of power to Lu- 
mumba and President Joseph 
Kasavubu. The Soviet Premier 
was obviously appealing to the 
newly independent African na- 
tions to follow the Communist 
lead. He can begin by welcom- 
ing the 13 new African powers 
admitted to the U.N. Soviet of- 
ficials had applauded Nkrumah’s 
speech repeatedly. 

Arms Plan Argument. 

In his lengthy discussion of 
disarmament, Khrushchev ac- 
cused the Western powers of 
seeking controls without disarm- 
ing which he said was aquiva- 
lent to a system of ‘‘internation- 
al espionage.’’ The Western pow- 
ers, Khrushchev charged, in- 
dulged at the Geneva 10-nation 
conference in June in “nothing 
but meaningless talk.” 

“That is why the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has put the question 
of disarmament up for consider- 
ation by the United Nations Gen: 
eral Assembly, the considerable 
majority of whose members is 
in no way. interested in the arms 
race and sincerely wishes its 
termination. 

“Taking into account the great 
importance of the disarmament 
problem and ‘ne necessity to 
make a radical change in the 
course of negotiations, the So- 
viet Government voiced _ the. 


opinion that in considering this 


_% 


question at the General Assem- 
bly the heads of state and gov- 
ernment vested with the neces- 
sary power should directly par- 
ticipate. 

“We note with gratification 
that tihs attitude was met with 
due understanding by the gov- 
ernments of quite a number of 
states whose delegations at the 
General Assembly are led by 
the most responsible statesmen 
of their countries.” 


Gibes At Lodge. 
In the course of his disarma- 
ment discussion Khrushchev 


took some sideswipes at Henry 
Cabot. Lodge, who was chief 
United States delegate to the 
U.N. until he became Republi- 
can vice presidential candidate. 
The Soviet Premier, referring to 
Lodge’s statement that the 
Soviets proposed to buy “a pig 
in atpoke” on disarmament, said 
that Lodge seemed to be in a 
poke himself. 

Khrushchev rejected President 
Eisenhower’s proposal for elim- 
inating the production of fission- 
able material. That proposal 
was contained in the President’s 
Speech of yesterday and it had 
been advanced several times be- 
fore. 

Khrushchev’s arms proposa 
would: ; 

1. In the first 18 months re- 
quire powers to stop producing 
means of delivering nuclear 
weapons on targets, destroy 
stockpiles, dismantle foreign 
bases, withdraw troops from 
foreign bases, cut armed forces 
to 1,700,000 each for the U.S.S.R. 
and the United States and re- 
duce conventional arms with 
control from ‘‘beginning to end.” 
There were no details on the 
controls. 


2. Require the powers to bar 
mass destruction weapons. 

3. Require the abolition of 
armed forces and armaments; 
leaving only militia and police 
forces upon which the United 
Nations could call if need should 
arise to preserve peace. The 
plan is purported to aim at 
eventual total world disarma- 
ment. 


68 Pages of Text. 

As Khrushchev began to speak 
officials of the Soviet delegation 
made available to the U.N..Sec- 
retariat for distribution to the 
press four documents adding up 
to 68 pages of single spaced text. 
The speech alone took 2 hours 
and 20 minutes. 

Khrushchev read at a machine- 
gun pace with only an occasional 
pause to take-a drink of. water 
which. On ‘Offe foccasion he de- 
scribed, with a brief grin, as 
the “finest Soviet water’’ which 
he recommended to all. 

Khrushchev’s tone was alter- 
natingly conciliatory and accus- 
ing with regard to the United 
States. Referring to the U-2 
spy plane incident and other 
similar disputes, Khrushchev 
told the assembly: ! 

“The provocation mongers are 
seeking to create an atmosphere 
in which the nations would live 
in constant fear. If such an 
atmosphere satisfied the United 
States Government, it can in no 
way Satisfy the Soviet Union and 
the overwhelming majority of 
other states.”’ 

Khrushchev said he hoped his: 
proposals on disarmament would 
bring about ‘‘early agreement.” 
His declaration, circulated pre- 
viously, had said it was ‘“‘high 
time to end the maneuverings 
and delays,”’ and that a treaty 
on general disarmament could 
not be put off any longer. 

Khrushchev then proposed to 
move the United Nations out of 
New York, shake up its organi- 
zation and eliminate the office 
of Secretary-General. 

Dig at U. S. Racial Bias. 

At Khrushchev’s declaration 
that. the headquarters of the 
U.N. should be moved from New 
York and that the Soviet Union 
would welcome it in Moscow, 
where he said there would be 
no discrimination based on the 
color of any member’s skin or 
on his religion, a wave of ap- 
plause swept the hall. Most. of 
it came from the spectators sec- 
tion but it had echoes on the 
floor from the satellite delega- 
tions and some of the Africans. 

His surprise recommendations 
on the United Nations came only 
a day after President Eisen- 
hower had pleaded with the 
Assembly to use the world or- 
ganization to clear all dangerous 
disputes. 


The Soviet leader proposed a 
three-man executive body to 
guide the United Nations, in 
which the West, the Soviet bloc 
and the neutralist powers would 
share equally in control. This 
would replace the post of Secre- 


tary ‘General, now held by 
Hammarskijold. 
Khrushchev was obviously 


angry at the Soviet defeat in 
The Congo and the action of 
the General Assembly which met 
in emergency session earlier this 
week and gave Hammarskjold 
a 70-to-0 .vote of confidence in 


a move that indirectly rebuked | 


Russian military intervention in 
The Congo.

Khrushchev’s mood changed 
throughout his speech which 
was so long and rambling that 
many spectators left the gal- 
leries, It-was the most energetic 
address ever seen in the Gen- 
eral Assembly and the most un- 
usual. 


His voice grew loud and in- 
dignant when he demanded the 
United Nations discuss the U-2 
incident.

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Toward a World Community 


President Eisenhower delivered one of his 
finest speeches before the U.N. General As- 
sembly Thursday. What made it fine, in ad- 
dition to its constructive, non-belligerent 
tone, was his unreserved dedication to the 
ideal of building the United Nations into a 
true international community. 

Nor did he stop with stating the ideal. Both 
his program for Africa and his proposals for 
disarmament would, if carried out, result in 
a tremendous expansion of the U.N.’s respon- 
sibility and importance. Coming at a time 
when our own national influence over the 
U.N. is declining while that of the new na- 
tions of Asia and Africa is rising, these pro- 
posals for greater reliance upon international 
initiative and responsibility are truly inspiring. 

They mark a major step in the steady prog- 
ress of American opinion from between-wars 
isolationism through wartime nationalism to 
postwar internationalism. They also mark a 
new and healthy respect for the organization 
which, all too often, and sometimes by our 


own Government. has been used as a vehicle — 


for the expression of purely national policies, 
We hope Mr. Eisenhower's successor will 
take as a solemn pledge of future American 
conduct his reminder that “the United Na- 
tions was not conceived as an Olympian organ 
to amplify the propaganda tunes of individual 
nations.” The building of a peaceful world 
community is the foremost task before every 
nation, and we as well as the Communists 
must begin by treating the U.N. as the living 
expression of that community, not as “an in- 
strument for use or abuse.”

The President’s program for Africa seems 
to us excellent, and we would like to see both 
presidential candidates adopt it as their own. 
In addition to a solemn pledge of non-inter- 
vention, he urges strong U.N. efforts, and 
promises American financial support for them, 
to avert an African arms race, to meet emer- 
gency needs of The Congo, to supply technical 
aid, train administrators, speed economic de- 
velopment and organize education. 

All of these things cry to be done, and many 
persons have proposed that they be done. The 
significant thing is that Mr. Eisenhower pro- 
poses to do all of them, unreservedly, through 
the U.N. and its various agencies. We do not 
see how Mr. Khrushchev can effectively re- 


ect this plan without convicting himself of 

| lity to international initiative in aiding 
the underdeveloped new nations; nor do we 
see how the new nations themselves can ac- 
cept any other plan. 

In the same spirit, it is to the U.N. that the 
President would give responsibility for co- 
ordinating peaceful uses of outer space, and 
for providing inspection to safeguard against 
surprise attack. He did not spell out the lat- 
ter suggestion in detail, but it appears to be 
a significant step forward from the “open 
skies” proposal for reciprocal inspection by 
national forces. The Russians rejected the lat- 
ter plan on the ground that it might supply 
military intelligence useful for other than 
defensive purposes. No doubt they will ob- 
ject also to the new plan. But by putting 
surveillance into U.N. hands, and by organiz- 
ing the inspection agency in such a way as to 
guarantee its complete independence from 
either Soviet or Western military influence, 
it should be possible to satisfy all nations with 
non-aggressive intentions that, its work had 


no purpose but to safeguard against surprise 
attack and accidental war.

Whether this and other disarmament plans 
can be worked out or not—and certainly re- 
newed negotiations are in order as the Presi- 
dent suggested—American policy cannot go 
wrong if it is sincerely dedicated to strength- 
ening the U.N. 

Mr. Eisenhower, of course, is not in a posi- 
tion to follow through on his splendid objec- 
tives, since he will soon be out of office. But 
we hope his successor will regard this speech 
as a national commitment. Both candidates 
have already spoken in the same vein at 
times—for example, Senator Kennedy on 
Tuesday night proposed establishnmient of re-. 
gional development agencies by the U.N. for 
all the underdeveloped areas—but they also 
speak largely in terms of the cold war. 

For the long future, the national rivalry 
between the Russians and ourselves may not 
be so important as the pace with which a 
world community is fashioned to supplant all 
national rivalries with collective action. We 
are glad Mr. Eisenhower put America un- 
equivocally on the side of the world commu- 
nity, and we hope his successor will keep 
it there. 


The Transit Lesson 

It is somewhat disheartening to hear that 
members of the Board of Aldermen are gen- 
erally unsympathetic to Mayor Tucker’s pend- 
ing transit bill, and that Aldermanic President 
Cervantes takes a similar view. Surely they 
have not read the clear lesson in the post-war 
history of the transit business here and else- 
where. 

That lesson is simple. It is that transit in 
private hands, burdened as it is by the tax 
demands of local, state and federal govern- 
ments and the need for dividends, is unable 
to provide a level of service sufficient to hold 
its patrons, much less attract new ones. Pub- 
lic Service Co., for example, has lost 68 per 
cent of the riders it had in 1946. 

If a first-rate public transportation system 
were not essential to the well being of the 
community, it would be no concern of the 
city government whether the business sur- 
vived or not. But the survival and expansion 
of transit is essential and it will require cer- 
tain financial sacrifices on the part of the 
community as a whole. One way is to give 
Public Service Co. the $1,000,000 a year tax 
abatement that it has asked for. Another way 
is for the community to take over the com- 
pany and use the $3,000,000 or so that would 
be saved in taxes and profits to improve 
service. 

We favor the second method as more in 
keeping with the public interest, and we sug- 
gest to Mr. Cervantes and his colleagues that 
if they don’t act someone else will have to. 
The Bi-State Development Agency has this 
question under study. Bi-State has authority 
to act without-consulting anybody, as it has 
been urged to do by St. Louis county authori- 
ties who think it will best serve the needs of 
their people. If the city does not want to 
take on the responsibility perhaps it is the 
city’s duty to help Bi-State do so. 


Debates, Not Shows 

Senator Kennedy’s press secretary, with 
the approval of Vice President Nixon’s secre- 
tary, protested to the radio-television net- 
works against the exclusion of newspaper 
correspondents from the panels which are to 
question the’ two presidential candidates in 
their four widely publicized debates. To his 
objections came the sharp answer from the 
networks that “the composition of the panels 
does not fall within the jurisdiction of the 
candidates or their representatives.” 

This brusque dismissal might be justified 
if the candidates were seeking to stack the 
panels with friendly, uncritical interviewers. 
But it does not begin to justify the barring 
of veteran newspaper eorrespondents who 


are covering the campaign and who are in a 


position to ask vital questions. 

We do not see, however, why these debates 
should be encumbered by any “panelists.” 
Senator Kennedy and the Vice President are 
articulate men, fully capable of presenting 
their views and making their bids for the 
support of the voters. We would like to see 
the debates carried on as originally planned— 
with the two candidates face to face and no 
other partitipant.except a moderator. 


Highway Bill to Be Reported 

No reasonable or convincing arguments 
have been formulated against the proposed 
widening of the Express Highway through 
Forest Park or against the cloverleaf inter- 
change planned at Kingshighway. If they 
existed, they surely would have been put 
forth with gusto at the public hearing on the 
subject by Alderman Joseph Roddy’s commit- 
tee on streets. | 

Questions and objections by opponents were 
answered with convincing frankness by 
Myer Ableman, the Highway Department’s 
urban engineer. He showed that traffic stud- 
les proved the need, that engineering consid- 
erations dictated the method of meeting it, 
and that the Highway Department would not 
proceed with costly construction that ignored 
those factors. 

The highway proposal is backed by the 
City Administration, by the City Plan Com- 
mission and by all those who understand the 
public interest in relieving congestion on 
this most important entry to downtown. No- 
body benefits from delay. The bill should be 


reported promptly and favorably; and if not 
favorably, at least promptly so the will of the 
full Board can be tested. 


Who, If Not the Monitors? 


Has the court-appointed Board of Monitors 
supervising the Teamsters union failed in its 
purpose? The question arises from the in- 
ability of the Monitors in two and one-half 
years to bring about the thorough house- 
cleaning indicated by the McClellan commit- 
tee’s disclosures. These ranged from shady 
employer-union relations to outright corrup- 
tion in the Teamster leadership. 

Teamster President James R. Hoffa still 
holds office (on a provisional basis), as do 
most of his cronies. They are a shrewd, ruth- 
less, formidable lot, plentifully financed and 
protected by platoons of lawyers who have 
kept the Monitors tied up in one legal fight 
after another. Even the Federal district court 
that created the Board under terms of a con- 
sent decree has had its hand stayed at times. 

Nevertheless we think it is premature to 
talk of dissolving the Monitors.. Nobody has 
suggested any other approach that might be 
effective, and the public responsibility to 
clean up a union demonstrably so much in 
need of it still stands. The Labor Depart- 
ment’s inspection of the books of all Team- 
ster groups still in trusteeship may produce 
some problems for Hoffa and the others. But 
the Monitors cover the whole union, and their 
very existence seems to have had a restrain- 
ing effect on Teamster corruption even if 
they have been unable to clean house. Each 
time the Monitors go to: court their authority 
is more precisely defined, and one of these 
days they may be permitted to begin the 
radical surgical procedures that the McClellan 
committee called for. That hope would van- 
ish if the Monitors were liquidated 


Victory After 14 Years 
After 14 years of battling in the courts, 
testing in laboratories and gathering evidence 
in the market place, the Food and Drug Ad- 
Administration says it has wiped out the 
“worthless and discredited Hoxsey cancer 
treatment.” This belief is based on a perma- 
nent injunction barring use of the Hoxsey 
nostrums at the Taylor Clinic in Dallas where 
during one year 10,000 patients were re- 
ported taking the treatment. This victory 
has been worth every dollar spent and every 
day used in the campaign. It is to the dis- 
' credit of Texas that the state did not act be- 
fore the Federal Government stepped in. 


Better Than Paris 
While the riverfront arch is destined to 


_ become for St. Louis what the Eiffel Tower 


is for Paris, the Chamber of Commerce has 
proposed for the adjacent area a handsome 
structure similar in purpose to the world- 
famous French landmark, yet more useful 
and more satisfying. 

The Eiffel Tower was put up for the Paris 
Exhibition of 1889 as a demonstration of the 
possibilities of steel construction. The Cham- 
ber has suggested a structure, to be completed 
by 1964, to demonsttate that St. Louis is a 
major center for the production of working 
metals—iron, zinc, lead, aluminum, magne- 
sium, copper and titanium. 

These have been worked into the tentative 
design of a building incorporating a restau- 
rant with a 180-degree view up and down the 
river, an auditorium, space for changing ex- 
hibits, meeting rooms and similar features. 
Contemporary in design, the two-level build- 
ing would have a gracefully curved roof sup- 
ported by steel cables. Its walls would be of 
metal and glass. The structure, estimated to 
cost $1,638,000 exclusive of site and 
area, would not be a neon-splashed “adver- 
tisement,” but an architectural decoration for 
the city. | 

It remains to be seen whether the Chamber 
can persuade the metal industries to under- 
take this demonstration of the versatility of 
their products and their importance in the 
community. In view of the progress on the 
riverfront park, the stadium and other 
projects for the enlivening of St. Louis, a 
new, imaginative spirit may well stir indus- 
tries to vie with each other as the old guilds 
did for the beautification of their city. We 
hope this proves to be the case.

The Drug Expose’s Value to Doctors. 


It Serves as Shock Treatment That May Be Therapeutic

John Lear, science editor of the 
Saturday Review, undisturbed by the 
criticisms of some of the interests 
that he has miffed, has continued for 
a year and a half his crusade against 
the abuses uncovered in the marketing 
of drugs. The trail has been a devious 
one, as the alleys that lead to the 
back yards of respectable places some- 
times are, but the investigations of the 
Kefauver committee have provided 
evidence that am-

huge pharmaceutical industry itself . 


can result if the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, an apparently neglected 
agency of the Government, can be 
strengthened and upheld. 


This agency, which should hold the 
key to the situation, has been largely 
bypassed by a hitherto indifferent Con- 
gress, bent on pouring millions upon 
millions of dollars into medical re- 
search, but unreasonably deaf to any 
pleas for a decent regulation of some 
of the results of that burgeoning busi- 
ness. 


Not only has FDA been crippled by 
lack of funds to hire personnel suffi- 
cient to do the job of investigating 
1200-odd manufacturers of pharmaceu- 
tical products, but so far it has not 
even been granted authority to mind 
its particular share of the people’s busi- 
ness in an adequate manner. 


In 1953, for example, it asked for a 
comprehensive factory-inspection law 
that would permit it to make reason- 
able investigations, including a look at 
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—Post-Dispatch, July 3, 1950. 
Bigger and Better Wonder Drug 


a company’s formula files, personnel 
files and complaint files. 

This was denied by Congress, pos- 
sibly as a result of pressure from the 
Proprietary Association of patent-medi- 
cine manufacturers and the National 
Retail Druggists Association. The ethi- 


cal manufacturers, to their credit, fa- 


vored the bill. | 

Science, in its department “Science in 
the News’’ of June 17, 1960, presented 
a discreet analysis of the activities of 
Senator Kefauver’s committee and the 
good that may be expected from it, 
even if the investigation is “more an 
expose than & restrained inquiry.” 

It was apparently high time that 
some of these matters should have 
been brought to light, and the result- 
ing publicity has constituted a sort of 
shock treatment that will be of thera- 
peutic value to the doctors, the public 
and the industry. 

As has been repeatedly suggested in 
these columns, the economic and social 
ill that is driving the pharmaceutical 
business to greater and greater exceés- 
ses in the development and promotion 
of new products is excessive compe- 
tition. 


The industry is suffering from the ef- 
fects of a uniquely specific. form of 
population explosion within itself, 

Entirely aside from the vendors of

From a conservatively operated feed- 
ing station at which reasonably good 
manners once prevailed, the drug mar- 
ket has become a teeming trough from 
which hundreds of smaller fry are 
trying to get a share. ‘Upon what 
meat,” as W. Shakespeare once wrote, 
“doth this our Caesar feed, that he is 


grown so great?” 


The naming of drugs, the subject of 
comment in. the Journal of July 7, hs 
been an important consideration in te 
inquiry, and the use of patented trace 
names has been given its share of re- 
sponsibility for the maintenance of 
high drug prices.

‘Designed to ‘Nurture Intel- 
lectual Climate’ for Stu- 
dents Living on Campus. 


A new long-range residential 
program designed to “nurture 
an intellectual climate’’ in Wash- 
ton University’s residence halls 
was announced today by Carl 
Tolman, vice chancellor and 
dean of faculties. , 


William N. Chambers, profes- 
sor of political science, as been 
given the mission of working to- 
ward a program to ‘“‘create ex- 
citing and satisfying intellectual 
activity that will give greater 
relevance to formal academic 
work.”’ 


Chambers has been designated 
Master of Forsyth Houses for 
1960-61. Working with him will 
be 17 faculty fellows, each as- 
signed to a unit of the new For- 
syth residence halls, or to Mc- 
Millan or Lee halls. 

Tolman said the new program 
grew out of the recommendations 
of an interim committee on resi- 
dences, headed by Leigh Ger- 
dine, Blewett professor of music 
and chairman of the Department 
of Music. 


Chambers will be chairman of 
a permanent committee on resi- 
dences, now being formed. Paul 
Connole, assistant dean of stu- 
dents, will continue as director 
of residence halls. 

“As the proportion of students 
living on campus increases,” 
Dean Tolman said, “it becomes 
imperative that we take steps 
that will nurture an intellectual 
climate in the residence halls.” 


Tolman said the program 
headed by Chambers was de- 
signed to supplement the uni- 
versity’s regular residential pro- 
gram. He said a comparable 
program for students living off- 
campus was also being devel- 
oped 

In addition, he said, the uni- 
versity is studying ways to im- 
prove residential facilities for 
graduate students and junior 
faculty members. 


Chambers said a library ‘and

“We want to give students 
every encouragement to take full 
advantage of the intellectual op- 
portunities that are available to 
them,” Chambers said.

Football Telecast 


The St. Louls Cardinal and 
Los Angeles Rams National 
League football game sched- 
uled at Los Angeles tonight 
will be telecast in this area 
at 10:15 p.m. over Channel 4.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 23 — 
Now it begins to count for the 
St. Louis football Cardinals, and 
tonight’s regular season opener 
against the Los Angeles Rams 
at the Coliseum ought to be a 
good one for the team trans- 
planted from Chicago. 


It should be because, though 
the Rams are 64-point favorites 
to win after six straight losses 
at home in 1959, the Cardinals 
must be accorded a good chance 
of victory. The kickoff will be 
at 10:15 St. Louis time before 
an expected crowd of about 
45,000, not as husky a figure as 
the 71,297 of a year ago for the 
Rams and Giants or the 69,993 
for the Rams and Cleveland two 
years ago. 

There is probably more than 
one reason for the fall-off, but 
an obvious factor would be the 
2-10 records with which the 
Rams and Cards finished last 
season in respective western and 
eastern divisions of the National 
Football League. 

New Coach for L. A. 

Both clubs, the Cards under 
Frank Ivy starting his third 
season and the Rams under new 
coach Bob Waterfield, expect to 
show improvement over a year 
ago and they would like nothing 
better than do it right now. 

For the Big Red, which will 
open its home schedule a week 
from Sunday at Busch Stadium, 
St. Louis, against the eastern 
champion New York Giants, a 
victory would most likely give 
a lift to home season ticket sales 
now nearing the 14,000 mark. 

And while unhatched eggs are 
being thus counted, Ivy's ath- 
letes have a notion that if they 
win here they might even catch 
the Giants in an early stage 
and win that one, too. 

“You have to win to get peo- 
ple with you,” said Ivy, re-stat- 
ing the first principle of profes- 
sional sports, and it means noth- 
ing that another basic propo- 
sition is that there isn’t too 
much difference between teams 
in the National Football League. 

Those Missed Chances. 

The main worry for Ivy as he 
brought his squad here was the 
team’s tendency in the pre- 
season exhibition games to miss 
a scoring chance now and then. 

“You can’t do that in this 
league and expect to win,” 
the coach said. 

Los Angeles and the Cardinals 
had 4-2 pre-season records. The 
Rams lost by 20-7 to the Eagles, 
then beat the Redskins, 26-21, 
the Browns. 22-17, the Dallas 
Cowboys 49-14, and the San 
Francisco 49ers 28-17, before 
losing to New York, 20-86. 

St. Louis beat Dallas by 20-13, 
lost to Detroit 24-21, beat the 
champion Baltimore Colts 31-21, 
lost at Green Bay 35-14, whacked 
the Eagles 34-13, and trimmed 
the 49ers 24-17. 

The Cards hoped to get some 


service from veteran defensive 
back Jimmy Hill, whose pulled 
leg muscle improved yesterday. 
Ivy listed him to start while 
keeping ace secondary man Billy 
Stacy and his mending knee in- 
jury on the bench at the outset. 
Q.B. Situation Worries. 
King Hill drew the starting 
quarterback assignment because 
of the advantage in experience 
he holds over John Roach, a 
defensive back until Ivy gave 
him a shot at quarterbacking 
this year. The quarterback ques- 
tion is not at all settled, how- 
ever, and it is a worrisome thing 
for both coach and players. 
L.A. will go with veteran 
quarterback Bill Wade and may 
lean as much on his throwing to 
ends Del Shofner and Jim Phil- 
lips and to halfback Jon Arnett 
as on the running of Ollie Mat- 
son, Arnett, Clendon Thomas, 
Dick Bass and Tom Wilson.

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Fire Fighter 
Warns Home 


Owners 


Carelessness, when combined 
with such good things as pow- 
dered chocolate, cocoa, corn- 
starch or flour, can cause seri- 
ous damage by fire to homes 
and apartment buildings. 


Take the word of the Chrysler 
Corporation commissioner of 
plant protection, who says that 
nearly all home fires are caused 
by .carelessness, and many of 
them by improper disposal of 
waste foods and other household 
refuse. 


Vacuum cleaner dust, for in- 
stance, unless wrapped tightly, 
can explode in home or apart- 
ment house incinerators, causing 
flash fires that may burn out of 
control before help can arrive. 

Any cooking ingredient, such 
as cornstarch or flour should be 
carefully wrapped prior to dis- 
posal, so that combustible dust 
can’t accumulate in incinerator 
ehutes or furnaces. 


To throw loose cornstarch into 
an open fire, the expert says, 
can have the same inflammable 
effect as touching a match to a 
pan of gasoline. 


These are some of the fire pre- 
vention lessons regularly taught 
to organized fire fighting classes 
in Chrysler plants. 


When a fire of any size or type 
breaks out in a plant, local fire 
departments immediately are 
notified. However, to supplement 
this, the company has for years 
been training thousands of volun- 
teer employees in fire fighting. 

Fumes Dangerous. 

As a result, company brigades 
successfully extinguish at least 
97 per cent of all fires, thus mak- 
ing most alarms to city depart- 
ments no more than exercise 
runs. 

Today, more than 16,000 vol- 
unteers are taught the ‘‘do’s” 
and ‘“‘don’ts” of fighting indus- 
trial fires—and the art of keep- 
ing the homes fires out instead 
of burning. 

They learn, for instance, that 
gasoline fumes from rags can 
seep quickly into furnace pilot 
lights, resulting in a flash fire; 
and that paint thinner, among 
many other inflammables, will 
burn as quickly as gasoline it- 
self. 

The commissioner emphasizes 
that good housekeeping, both in 
homes and factories, is the most 
important fire prevention lesson 
to be learned. 

“Fire prevention is nothing 
more than keeping things in or- 
der and in their proper. place,” 
he said. ‘‘Most home fires are 
caused by sheer carelessness on 
the part of someone in the house- 
hold.” 

To keep constantly abreast of 
the latest fire fighting and fire 
prevention methods and theories, 
industrial - volunteer _ brigade 
members are given thorough 
classroom instruction, and 
where possible, ‘‘on the job’’ fire 
training and practical ex- 
perience. 

Each year these volunteers are 
given “refresher” courses. Here 


they learn the fundamentals of 


fire fighting, and familiarize 
themselves with the use of some 
32 different types of fire extin- 
guishers and hose. They are in- 
doctrinated with theories of fire 
prevention, and learn to be on 
constant guard against fire haz- 
ards and carelessness. 

It’s Different 

As a brigade member in his 
particular plant department, the 
volunteer fire fighter knows the 
type of fire threats that he must 
be alert to prevent in his area, 
and knows in detail the location 
and type of the nearest available 
fire combat equipment, specifi- 
cally designed to fight that par- 
ticular type of blaze. 

He is well schooled in handling 
axtinguishers and fire hose, in 
salvage methods, and first aid. 

Each brigade usually consists 
of 21 members, including a cap- 
tain and lieutenant. If a fire oc- 
curs in a given department, the 
trained volunteer brigade goes 
into action with the hose detail, 
extinguisher detail, first aid and 
police details all working as a 
team. 

Training an industrial fire 
fighting brigade is different from 
training a fireman for city de- 
partments. 

“The professional firefighter,” 
the commissioner explains, ‘‘be- 
sides being an expert in fire pre- 
vention and control, is trained 
in the use of modern equipment 
to fight an established or un- 
controlled fire. 

“Our brigades, on the other 
hand, are trained primarly in the 
prevention of fire, and as sec- 
ondary training learn how to 
combat an established blaze.” 

The commissioner pointed out 
that in this way the industrial 
brigade and city department 
work hand in hand in a com- 
mon effort. At some plants, com- 
pany fire fighting equipment vol- 
untarily gives protection to the 
surrounding neighborhood by re- 

in cases of special 
emergency. Being conscious of 
the fire hazards in the home, 
however may make even this as- 
sistance unnecessary.

A working visit to the base- 
ment, furnace room and fire- 
place are in order now, if they 
haven’t yet been made, to pre- 
pare for days when heat will be 
needed.

This involves much criss-cross- 
ing between “traditional” and 
“contemporary” lines plus some 
inter-mingling of styles. Any 
combination of methods that 
meet the practical requirements 
of the individual family involved 
is usually the deciding factor— 
regardless of label. 

Ideas Intermingled 

A good example of this modern 
—and rare consumer emancipa- 
tion—is the frequent appearance 
of a contemporary roof and a 
traditional floor in the same 
dwelling. 7 

In both instances, practical 
exigencies are the deciding fac 
tors. 

For the roof structure, two 
contemporary systems — wood 
trussed rafter and plank-and- 
beam — have gained popularity 
because of the extra living space 
they permit in the rooms below. 
Trussed rafters give an ‘attrac- 
tive low-pitched roof, but mainly 
they are valuable because of 
their clear span features. Requir-— 
ing ground support only at the 
outer house walls. these en- 
gineered wood devices permit 
the elimination of much interior 
partitioning.

BYRNES ASSAILS 
DEMOCRATS AND 
SUPPORTS NIAUN 


COLUMBIA, S.C., Sept. 23 (AP) 
— James F. Byrnes, who helped 
shape United States foreign pol- 
icy under two Democratic presi- 
dents, criticized the Democratic 
platform and the party’s nom- 
inee yesterday. He announced 
his support of Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon and Henry 
Cabot Lodge, the Republican 
candidates. 

Byrnes, 81-year-old former sec- 
retary of state, accused Senator 
John F. Kennedy, .the Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee, of 
giving ammunition to the So- 
viets in campaign statements, 
and said, “‘the presidency is no 


petuous man.” 

Byrnes, former South Carolina 
governor and United States Sen- 
ator, held high government po- 
sitions besides that of secretary 
of state in the Truman Adminis- 
tration just after World War II. 
He was an associate justice of 
the United States Supreme 
Court, and was war mobilizer 
and so-called ‘‘assistant Presi- 
dent” in the Roosevelt Admin- 
istration. 

Byrnes led a movement of 
Democrats for Eisenhower in 
South Carolina in 1952, and sup- 
ported Senator Harry Byrd 
(Dem.), Virginia, for President 
in 1956. Adlai Stevenson, the 
Democratic nominee, carried the 
state in both elections by narrow 
margins. 

Byrnes said he felt that Nixon 
has more experience in govern- 
ment than Kennedy. 

He said that even if the Demo- 
cratic platform contained no civil 
rights plank, it still would rank 

“as the most dangerous program 
ever adopted by a political 
party.” 

Byrnes charged that Kennedy 
owes his nomination to labor 
leaders, and added, ‘I do not 
want a President who, before 
making a decision on important 
questions, will be forced to say, 
‘clear it with Reuther.’ ” 

Walter Reuther is president of 
the United Auto Workers Union. 

“The people of South Carolina 
are intelligent, independent and 
courageous. They should not vote 
for a party label just because 
their grandfathers voted that 
way a century ago.” 


KOREANS SEIZE 50 JEEPS 
IN AUSTERITY CAMPAIGN 


SEOUL, Sept. 23 (AP)—A 
hundred college students seized 
more than 50 jeeps yesterday 
and threatened to burn them un- 
less the government cancels the 
licenses for them. 

The students say the govern- 
ment should not issue any more 
vehicle licenses — that there al- 
ready are too many cars for a 
nation that does not produce a 
single barrel of gasoline. Most 
of the seized vehicles belonged 
to new national assemblymen 
and carried temporary license 
plates pending issuance of per- 
manent permits. 

Premier John M. Chang met 
with the students and told them 
the lawmakers are entitled to 
cars and suggested the students 
should no go so far in their aus- 
terity campaign. Unconvinced, 
the students formed a picket line 
around the cars to repel police 
and refused to return the ve- 
hicles

GUERRILLAS TRY 
10 BLOW UP OL 
DUMP IN LAQS 


VIENTAINE, Sept. 23 (AP)— 
A guerrilla band tried to blow 
up the Stanvac Oil Co. dump in 
the outskirts of Vientiane last 
night. 

The guerrillas then exchanged 
mortar and small arms fire 
across the Mekong river with de- 
fenders of this capital city who 
are loyal to Laos’s neutralist 
Premier. 

Informed sources said eight 
drums of oil were detonated. No 
gasoline stocks were blown up 
because Stanvac has run out of 
the fuel due to an economic 
blockade of this divided country. 


The firing lasted about a half- 
hour. 


This was the fifth attack on 
the Laotian capital in less than 
two weeks. Pro-Western rebel 
forces of Gen. Phoumi Nosavan 
were cleaned out of Paksane, 70 
miles north of here yesterday. 
Government troops were led in 
that action by Paratroop Capt. 
Kong Le, leader of the coup that 
toppled the old government on 
Aug. 3. 

The capture of Paksane was 
described by Western observ- 
ers aS an upset victory in the 
civil war. But Premier Sou- 
vanna Phouma and Kong Le said 
they did not consider it decisive 
militarily. 

But the loss of Paksane could 
become a psychological turning 
point against Gen. Phoumi, for- 
mer defense minister in the anti- 
Communist government that was 
ousted by the August coup. 


Phoumi swore three days ago 
that he would sweep Souvanna’s 
government out of Vientiane and 
than proceed to wipe out the 
pro-Communist Pathet Lao guer- 
rillas infesting parts of northern 
Laos.

TWO UNDERWATER 
POLARIS MISSILE 
SHOTS FAILURES 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
Sept. 23 (AP)—Two Polaris mis- 
siles failed in underwater 
launching from the nuclear sub- 
marine Patrick Henry yesterday, 
only a few weeks before the 
deadline for the Polaris pro- 
gram to become operational. 

The twin launching occurred 
as the 380-foot submarine cruised 
90 feet under the Atlantic 30 
miles off Cape Canaveral. 

The first 28-foot rocket rode 
a colmun of compressed air to 
the surface, but the first stage 
failed to ignite and the 14-ton 
rocket fell back into the ocean. 

Three hours later, the second 
missile streaked to the surface. 
The Navy reported it ignited, 
but went out of control and 
plunged ‘back toward the ocean. 
At that point the range safety 
officer destroyed it. 

The Patrick Henry has had 
three failures in the four shots 
in a nine-day span. 

The first Polaris Submarine, 
the George Washington, regis- 
tered three successes in four 
underwater launchings in mid- 
summer. 


KUTER SAYS U.S. 
INVITES ATTACK 
BY ENDING F-108 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 23 
(AP)—Gen. Laurence S. Kuter, 


commander of North America’s 
air defenses, said yesterday that 
cancellation of the United States 
'F-108 supersonic interceptor pro- 
gram was an invitation to even- 
tual Soviet air attack. 

Kuter told a press conference 
at the Air Force Association 
Convention that the F-108 can- 
cellation upset planning of 
United States and Canadian of- 
ficials of the North American 
Air Defense Command, which 
‘he heads. 

The North American F-108 
was to have been capable of 
flying three times the speed of 
sound—about 2000 miles an hour 
—over an extremely long range. 

Kuter said NORAD a year ago 
accepted a plan to reduce its

IMMIGRATION CHANGE 


IS URGED BY LODGE

GARY, Ind., Sept. 23 (AP)— 
Henry Cabot Lodge, Republican 
vice-presidential. nominee, called 
last night for sweeping changes 
in the immigration law as ‘‘one 
concrete way in which we can 
make democracy work.” 

Earlier, two incidents caused 
changes in Lodge’s plans. First, 
the ring finger of his right hand 
was bruised when an aid closed 
a car door on it, delaying 
Lodge’s departure frora South 
Bend and causing him to shake 
hands left-handed the rest of the 
day. Later, he declined to enter 
the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration’s Gary works because 
union officers did not greet him. 

Lodge discussed the immigra- 
tion laws in detail for the first 
time in his campaign in a speech 
at a meeting sponsored by the 
International Affairs Society of 
Lake county. 

“Unfortunately, our immigra- 
tion laws have not kept pace 
with our admirable concept of 
the United States as a new and 
welcome home for people from 
other lands,”’ Lodge said. 

“We should modernize the 
quota system by basing it on 
the 1950 rather than the 1920 
census. We should also permit 
the pooling of unused quotas by 
geographic areas. 

“If, for example, France has 
not used up its quota of immi- 
grants these could be added to 
a general pool.”

The appearance of such a 
bomber may force the United 
States into a crash program to 
produce a Mach III interceptor 
which may be no more efficient 
but far more expensive than the 
F-108, he explained. 

“NORAD believes that the 
early development of the F-108 
and its introduction into our air 
defense system is still a strong 
military requirement,’’ Kuter 
told the press conference. 

Earlier, Gen. “Thomas BB. 
White, Air Force chief of staff, 
_ addressed the convention, saying 
that military success depends on 
the degree that the Air Force 
removes ‘“‘the restraining hand of 
tradition from the throttle of 
progress.” 

White said he believes the Rus- 
sians are reducing their conven- 
tional military forces as adver- 
tised, but with the express pur- 
pose of taking full advantage of 
new-weapon technology. 

Lt. Gen. Roscoe C.. Wilson, 
deputy chief of staff for develop- 
ment, told the association the 
Dyna-Soar piloted space glider 
is the most important Air Force 
research and development proj- 
ect. Wilson predicted Dyna- Soar 
| will open a new era in tech- 
'nology and operations. 


The original Dyna-Soar, he 
said, will not be manned, but will 
be instrumented ‘‘to tell us 
whether we need man in space.”

What Zonta has done with the proceeds from its 
card parties for the past five years is to give mental 
patients at Malcolm Bliss Hospital facilities for recre- 
ation and occupational therapy at a cost, thus far, of 
13,300. 

a members first became interested in 1954 after 
reading of the needs of mental health,”, Mrs. Burgdorf 
éxplains. “We were looking for a project with continuity, one 
with which we could be identified. We went to visit Dr. George 
Ulett, who does such a wonderful job with limited funds at 
Malcolm Bliss, and asked if they had any specific needs,” 

Dr. Ulett told the Zontians that the hospital needed both 
occupational therapy and recreational facilities. On nice days 
there was a yard where patients could walk but on rainy 
days they sat on chairs in the hall, a situation which did 
jothing to speed their recovery. He said there was an apart- 
‘ment, formerly used by the hospital commissioner but now 
vacant, which could be converted to use. 

Zonta renovated this room at a cast of $5000. The next 
year the members voted $100 a month to buy O. T. supplies— 
a kiln for ceramics, paints, a record player. Retired Zonta 
members gave 550 hours of volunteer service, cutting patterns. 

* The next year the club took over a basement area, made it into 
‘a recreation room with ping pong, bowling facilities, a 
punching bag. 

“There’s one patient who becomes violent,” said 
Marie Addison. “They send him down to punch the 
bag until he gets it out of his system.” (No office 
should be without one.) 

Nationally and internationally, Zonta members contribute 
to many causes—the Amelia Earhart scholarships (she was a 

Zontian), foteign friendship exchanges, Father Pire’s refugee 
camp. Locally they are active in the Salvation Army’s Tree 
‘of Lights collection, Heart Sunday, the Y.W.C.A. But the 
annual card party is a pet project. Despite the headaches— 
selling tickets, getting donations of 216 prizes ranging from 
garden umbrellas to blankets, scrounging decks of cards, 
“finding partners for the little old lady who came alone and 
“wants to play pinochle (a job which Mary Arth does annually) 

—they feel it’s worth the effort. 

Hospital officials also are full of praise for Zonta’s con- 
tribution. Dr. Kathleen Smith, Bliss psychiatrist, who is flow 
a sister Zontian, calls it ‘“‘a tremendous help to all of us.”

AN EXHIBITION scheduled to 
open next month at New York 
City’s Metropolitan Museum of 
Art will lend emphasis to the 
important position of Danish de- 
signs on the American scene, 
Since the first trickle of imports 
from that country in the early

Scandinavian designs has been 
much on the increase. 

Not only actual imports, but 
strong influences have seeped in 
from that area. Furniture re- 
flects this pattern most surely. 
The tight, tailored tufting of 
many of our upholstered pieces 
derives directly from Danish de- 
signs. The dull, oiled finish, typi- 
cal of pieces from that land, 
have replaced in popularity the 
once favored, high-sheen lac- 
quers, A partiality for teak, a 
wood favored by Danish cabinet- 
makers, is another indication of 
the prevailing influence. 

In an era when Early Ameri- 
can period pieces are also 
much in favor it is interest- 
ing to note the relationships 
and similarities between the 
two; similarities which make 
it possible to team these styles 
in a single room.

American furniture. Such fin- 
ishes bring out the beauty of the 
wood, making the grain an in- 
trinsic part of the design.

in the two level shows stay 
the values for an opening bid. 
Furthermore, the suit in which 
the overcall is made must be 
reasonably strong because other- 
wise it would be dangerous to 
bid for eight tricks after an ad- 
verse opening bid. 


Hence it follows that our 13- 
point hand, so well suited for 
notrump play, ‘should easily pro- 
duce nine tricks at notrump. 
This being the case, it would be 
wrong to bid only two notrump 
—an invitational bid which North 
is permitted to pass. 

2. Three diamonds. Obviously, 
in deference to partner’s over- 
call, we cannot afford to pass, 
and the only question is how 
best to represent what we have. 
Game is far less likely to be 
made with this hand than the 
previous one, but it is certainly 
not out of the question. « 


Two bids suggest themselves 
as possibilities—two hearts and 
three diamonds. The objection 
to the heart bid is that it does 
not reveal the excellent diamond 
fillers which North must be 
worried about. The three dia- 
mond bid reassures North about 
his long diamond suit, and is 
therefore more apt to encour- 
age him to go on—possibly to 
three notrump.

Remembrance of Things Past 


- THE SO-CALLED FRENCH “New Wave” of picture-mak- 
ing has produced in Alain Resnais’s “HIROSHIMA, MON 
AMOUR,” at the APOLLO ART THEATER, a genuine mas- 
terpiece, a@ delicate, lyrical ‘and extraordinarily powerful and 

y) moving work of art th@ explores with 
oblique and poetical nuance the poles of. 
Love and Death and. man’s inhumanity to 
man. 

Working with a bold, fresh approach in a 
complex technique, Resnais, a 37-year-old 
<=) director who has previously done only doc- 
umentaries, uses the beautifully written 
script of novelist Marguerite Duras to illuminate the re- 
cesses of memory and traumatic experience with a passion- 
ate, poignant and yet unrelenting thoroughness no other direc- 
tor has quite achieved. The film is only 88 minutes long, yet 
when it is finished it. oddly feels as though you have been 

through life itself to its farthest reaches. 

Its theme is set in a shadowy opening shot of the in- 
tertwined arms of nude lovers on which a bright dust falls 
in glittering pattern—atomic dust. Tite lovers of a night, a 
French actress in Hiroshima make a peace propaganda 
film, and a Japanese echiteg discuss in muted tones the 
horror of Hiroshima and atormc death while bright scenes 
flash by of the rebuilt modern city and its stainless steel 
and glass modern museum, along with grisly newsreel shots 
of some of the 200,000 dead and maimed victims. 

“T have seen everything in Hiroshima,”’ comes .the wom- 
an’s voice. ““You have seen nothing of Hiroshima,” the man 
answers gently—the vastness of the holocaust.cannot be real- 
ized unless you were there at the exact moment. “The tour- 
ists weep—what else but weep?” she says. “You have not 
seen Hiroshima,”’ he insists. 

The love affair continues another desperate day. She 
must go back to France and her husband, he to his absent 
wife. The love for a former enemy brings back to her a deep 
trauma buried for 15 years—a tragic first.love with another 
enemy, a German soldier during the occupation of France. 

In a reverie illustrated with misty shots of the landscapes 
around Nevers her idyllic love at the age of 20 for a man 
just briefly seen is unfolded. This Proustian remembrance of 
things past goes into her agony at lying beside his dying body 
after he was shot by a sniper; of how her grief and her shame 
at being humiliated as a collaborator drove her into madness 
and two years locked in her parents’ cellar. As this anguish 
is gnlocked in wanderings about Hiroshima, the woman some- 
times slips over the borderline of sanity and confuses her 
Japanese lover with the German. She is afraid the world is 
forgetting the agony of Hiroshima while she is remembering 
hers. They know their love is impossible, too, and in a drawn- 
out, gloomy ending they part as she tells him she will re- 
member him only as “Hiroshima, mon amour.” 

The film, although it is certainlusesi-war and anti-atom- 
ic bomb by implication, and although. Mile. Dumas was, ac- 
cording to the New Yorker magazine, a Communist party 
member until thrown out because of heresy in her views on 
Hungary, does not convey the impression of being anti-Amer- 
ican or of arguing guilt. Rather, it searingly shows the 

‘ effects of war and hatred. 

Emmanuelle Riva, a French actress making her movie 
debut, plays the woman with an extraordinary and exquisite 
range of emotion. Elji Okada, an unfamiliar Japanese actor, 
plays her lover with quiet intensity and a deep dignity. The 
dialogue has been translated into English subtitles literally 
and with the poetic cadence intact. The film isa great one, 
a memorable experience.

The development isn’t much shucks for plot, but makes a 
pleasant, easy-going comedy, a bit sentimental and as casual 
as Bing himself. His pals are Fabian, an up-and-coming 
crooner, Tuesday Weld, Richard Beymer and Patrick Adiarte 
as a Hindu student. His love interest—even though Tuesday 
gets a crush on him for a term—is Nicole Maurey, the charm- 
ing French actress, who gets into the script as a French 
instructor. It is a strangely hesitant romance—Bing takes all 
four years of college to make up his mind—but it’s sweet. 

The songs sung by Bing and Fabian, including a couple 
of new numbers by Sammy Cahn and James Van Heusen, and 
such old favorites as “The Foggy, Foggy Dew,” fall felitit- 
ously on the ear.

Or con- 
formists like those cocker 
spaniels. 

DIAGNOSIS: Pepi sensed from 
the beginning that his new 
owner was a soft-hearted . Joe 
any smart dog could take ad- 
vantage of. So Pepi gained the 
upper hand from the start, and 
kept it. When told to heel, he 
bolted in all directions. When 
told to sit he just laughed. And 
when he felt like it, he burst 
into barking. 

There was only one thing to 
do, and his owner, A. W. Pet- 
chaft, did it. He took Pepi to 
the obedience training clinic 
last weekend conducted by the 
Mound City Kennel Club for 
dogs with problems. Or perhaps 
for owners with problems. The 
dogs all seemed perfectly happy 
with things the way they were. 

The clinic, we had been told 
by Miss Lesley Waldheim, a 
member of the club who had 
been stuck with the job of han- 
dling publicity, was one‘of a 
series being held around the 
country. It’s a new idea, which 
just started a couple of years 
ago, but the clinics have. been 
highly successful and people 
come from all over with their 
problem dogs. In fact there 
were people here from San 
Francisco, Milwaukee and At- 
lanta. 


The clinic was conducted by 
Milo Pearsall, a nationally 
known judge and dog trainer 
from New York. He was as- 
sisted by Miss Harriet Schact,. 
who trains show dogs at her 
ranch south of Little Rock, 
Ark. She, like Pearsall, is an 
accredited American Kennel 
Club judge and trainer. Pearsall 
has written two books on dog 
training, both of which are must 
reading among owners of show 
dogs, and Miss Schact has writ- 
ten one book on the subject. 
But she has two more books in 
progress, she told me, one on 


The clinic was held Satur- 
day and Sunday in the gymna- 
sium of Mehlville High School. 
When we arrived at 9- o'clock 
Saturday morning the first ses- 
sion was just getting under way. 
On the floor of the gymnasium 
was a portable show ring. In 
the bleachers were about 100 
dog owners, most of them ac- 
companied by their dogs. The 
clinic cost $5 if you brought 
your dog, we learned, but only 
$3 if you wanted to come alone 


and tell the dog about it later. . 


We shook hands with Pearsall, 
who is approaching middle-age. 
He turned out to be a man with 
a quiet, easy manner, the kind 
of man you felt you would in- 
stinctively like if you were a 


dog. 

“The purpose of these clinics,” 
he told us, “is to help dogs 
that have a problem, as well as 
people.” 

“Who has the most prob- 
lems?” we asked. Pearsall 
grinned. 

“We have a saying,” he said. 
“Training a dog is easy. Train- 
ing the owner is a real job.” 

Pearsall opened the clinic by 
inviting people who were hav-

opening session of the two-day clinic. 


responded, accompanied by their 
owners. Pearsall had them go 
around the ring as he called 
out directions like ‘‘heel,”’ ‘‘halt” 
and “sit.” The results were a 
little ragged. Pearsall told the 
owners to praise their dogs, 
which means giving them a 
friendly pat, and sent them back 
to their seats. The trouble 
seemed mainly, he said, that 
the owners were pot using, their 
training collars properly, and he 
showed them how. 

Most of the owners had come 
with notebook and pencil and 
they made notes. The dogs 
either eyed one another or 
looked bored. Now and then a 
couple of dogs would take an 
instant to each other 
and theireowners would have to 
change seats. 

When Pearsall asked for a dog 
owner with a real proplem, Pepi 
was brought forth. He came out 
with confident air and a slightly 
supercilious look in his eye, 
dragging his owner behind him. 
When Pearsall put the training 
collar on him, Pepi looked at 
the other dogs with tolerant 
amusement. 

But 15 minutes later, Pepi, 
somewhat to his own sur- 
prise, was a very changed 
dog. He heeled when told to 
heel, and sat when told to 


sit. Pearsall even had his 


owner walk by and try to get 
Pepi to chase after him. Pepi 

sat. There were murmurs of 

astonishment from the audi- 
ence and Pearsall grinned. 

A firm hand and calm, com- 
manding voice, Miss Schact 

explained to us on the side- 
lines. We were pretty im- 
pressed also, until Pepi was 
returned to his master. About 
that time a small dog whose 
presence seemed to irritate 
Pepi crossed his path. With 
a bound he was after the dog, 
dragging his master behind 
Pearsall has been training 

dogs for nearly 20 years, he told 
us. It started back in 1941 when 
he went to a dog show on Long 
Island, and he found it so cap- 
tivating he decided he wanted 
to work with dogs. 

“I owned a pure-bred cocker,” 
he said, “so I started turning 
her into a show dog. I joined 
the Long Island Cocker Club, 
and then I started taking lessons 
in obedience training myself.” 

In time he started his own 
classes in New York and his 
fame grew among dog fanciers. 
Also he gave weekly classes on 
television in New York. About 
a year and a half ago he hit 
on the idea of holding clinics 
for people who needed help. 
The first one was held in Bur- 
lington, Vt., and it was highly 
successful. Since then he has 
held a dozen or so in various

said. ‘Unfortunately, there’s no 

way we can do it. But a little 
woman who wouldn’t weigh 80 
pounds soaking wet comes up 
with an English sheep dog big-.

I can’t understand it. By the 
same token, people who have a 
little apartment in New York will 
buy a Newfoundland, and peo- 
ple with a 15-acre estate will buy 
a Pekingese.” Pearsall shook 
his head. 


We asked what he would sug- 
gest. “I would suggest,” he 
said, “‘that before anybody in- 
vests a lot of money in a dog, 


he attend several dog shows. 
Look all the dogs over. Don’t 
decide on a dog because its 


fashionable. Buy the dog you’re 


most attracted to.’’ 


. The clinic was divided into 
classes for dogs in various 
stages of advancement. “The 
dogs here today,” he explained, 
“are movices more or less. 
They've had grade school train- 
ing. Tomorrow we'll go into the 


problems .of dogs which have 
had high school training. Then 
finally the college dogs.” 


They even confer degrees 
now. The lowest is C.D., which 
means companion dog, one 
which knows how to heel, sit 
and stand on command, The 
next degree is C.D.X., which 
means companion dog excel- 
lent. He can do things like re- 
trieving and jumping on comri- 
mand. The highest degree is 
U.D., which means utility dog. 
When a dog gets that degree, 
Pearsall assured us, he can do 
just about anything but sit down 
and carry on a conversation 
with you. 

“Every dog has a brain,” 
Pearsall assured the class. ‘‘It-s 
up to the owner to develop it.” 
We left, wondering if maybe 


this thing couldn’t be carried 
too far. We were thinking of 
our dog, a mongrel named 
Trouble, who already thinks he’s 
human and a member of the 
family. Give him a degree and 
there’d be no living with him. 
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The clinics have shown him, 
Pearsall says, that most of

Kidney and Gall Stones 


TODAY’S LETTER starts out, “‘A friend of mine is faced 
with the problem of an operation for gall stones or kidney 
stones. She does not understand English very well, and has 

he following questions, or 
cannot understand his 
answers. R.B. 

Appended is the list of 
questions, and the answers 
for each: 

“‘Are gall stones and kid- 
ney stones the same 
thing?”’ 

No. A ‘“‘stone’’ is a crys- 
tallized particle which 
forms in a fluid. Ever see 
rock candy? Or make it? 
You take some water and 

; | dissolve sugar in it until 
DR. JOSEPH MOLNER the water won't dissolve 
any more. If you suspend 
e bit of string in the water, the sugar crystallizes onto the 
string, forming a solid chunk. 
The same thing can happen in either the gall 
bladder or the kidneys, under certain circumstances. 

If you drink plenty of water, you keep the fluid in 

the kidneys diluted, so there is less chance of stones 

forming, or growing. But there is nothing we can do, 

in that regard, about gall stones. 

“Do the stones pass from one organ to the other?” 

No. They have nothing in common, The gall gladder feeds 
digestive juices into the intestinal tract; the kidneys, of 
course, belong to the urinary system. There’s no connection 
between them. 

“Is there any way to solve this problem, other than 
surgery?” 

No. Once the stones have formed, and become large 
enough to bother you, surgery is the only way to remove 
them. You can’t “dissolve” them. 


“Is it necessary to remove an entire kidney, or can 
the stones alone be removed?”’ 

Frequently the stones alone can be removed. Sometimes, 
but not as often, the same is true with gall stones, 

“Are these stones the result of poor diet?” 

No 


“After the operation, can the patient expect to get back to 
mormal diet?” 

Yes—speaking of kidney stones. As relates to 
gall stones, the answer also is yes—except that some- 
times, but by no means always, it may be necessary 
to restrict fats to some extent, and it may be nec- 
essary, occasionally, to eat smaller, more frequent 
meals. It depends on what is done in the operation, 
and how the individual reacts. Removing the gall 
bladder, if that is necessary, does not stop the supply 
of needed digestive juices (bile, that is) but it pre- 
vents the system from “saving it up” and releasing 
it in a sudden rush with meals. The liver produces 
bile; the gall bladder merely stores it. 

*‘How long did it take for stones the size of a small walnut 
(according to the X-rays) to form?” 

Nobody knows, unress you have a whole series of X-rays 
starting when the stones first formed. The stones tend to 
grow, and they doubtless grow faster with some people than 
with others. But that’s an academic question. The important 
aspect is getting rid of them after they have developed. 

Dear Dr. Molner: 

MY LEGS are all black and blue. Every bump or hit 
leaves my legs bruised and the bruises don’t go away. I just 
collect more. I am 46.

Are you sure you are getting enough calcium 
(milk is the best source of it) and Vitamin C and D? 
Lack of this combination is responsible for a lot of 
excessive bruising.

ALWAYS WE ARE TORN be- 
tween the pleasure of canoeing 


_alone or in the company of 


friends. I suppose the latter would 


really be our choice, yet there is - 


a certain charm to going it 
alone. You can make your own 
pace and travel fast or slow. 
Work in camp is cut to a mini- 
mum and you can, if you like, 
spend an extra hour “ the 
river in the evening an still 
get supper cooked before dark. 
One canoe traveling alone, 
moreover, has a wider choice 
of campsites, since two people 
can tuck their tent and bed- 
rolls and cooking fire onto a 
small gravel bar where four or 
six would be crowded. And on 
the upper Current this is a 
factor, since good camping bars 
are few. 


On our trip the week after 
Labor Day we ran downstream 
from 2 o'clock until nearly 5 
before finding .a good place to 
camp. Even then, it was only 
a small.opening in a big gravel 
bar now largely grown up to 
sycamores and willows. More- 
over, it climbed abruptly from 
the water’s edge, which makes 
unloading more of a chore. Yet 
the place was high and clean, 
with plenty of firewood avail- 
able in the big drifts. ‘This can 
be a problem on campsites that 
are used by float fishermen on 
a hundred nights during the 
season. 


We found that this site had 
been used by a single canoe 
of the Ozark Wilderness 
Waterways flotilla which had 
preceded us by 10 days. Rocks 
and coarse gravel had been 
neatly cleared away where 
they pitched their tent. A pile 
of firewood was ready beside 
the fireplace they had built of 
stones. Forked sycamores had 
been cut to provide pot-hooks 
and even these had been piled 
neatly to one side. Nowhere 
on the bar was there a tin can 
or scrap of paper to be seen. 
When we got back home, 
moreover, we found that in 
the trash-collecting contest 
these floaters had held for 
their youngsters, several 
thousand cans, bottles, car- 
tons, paper plates and the like 
had been gathered from camp- 
sites and the river bottom for 
deep burial. 


After some unpleasant experi- 
ences at policing our camping 
places before we could pitch a 
tent or cook supper on earlier 
expeditions this season, this 
made our chores more pleasant 
than usual. The sun was still 
hot on the gravel, although we 
know how fast it drops at this 
time of year. By the time we 
had the tent pitched and se- 
curely staked down, we were 
ready for a swim. And here on 
the upper river, where miost of 
the water comes from Montauk 
and the huge Welch Cave Spring, 
swimming cools you off in a 
hurry, whetting your appetite 
for the toddy and supper which 
follows. 


We build our cooking fire be- 
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tween two parallel logs across 
which is laid the grill. This 
works better than stones that 
are irregular and have a: habit 
of splitting open with a loud 
bang when they get too hot. The 


logs, moreover, provide more 
cooking area because the fire 
can be as long as you like. Thus 
the dish water can be heating 
while coffee pot, skillets, and 
kettles are cooking the meal on 
the grill. Tiger ate his supper, 
then went off to investigate a 
couple. of lizards in a brush 
pile, and it wasn’t long after 
the dishes were done that I 
pumped up the air mattresses 
and Ginnie spread the bedrolls. 

Tiger scratched himself a bed 
in the warm gravel outside the 
tent and the barred owls called 
as the stars began their nightly 
journey across the sky. Several 
big jets went over, some of 
them surprisingly low, and I 
thought what a contrast to old 
days on the river when the 
most you'd see at night was 
the gigger’s “fire boat’ coming 
around the bend upstream. But 
the jets didn’t keep us awake 
and it must have been midnight 


e Current 


when I was roused out by the 
crash of thunder and a light- 
ning flash that fairly crackled. 


Both of us pulled on boots 
and went out to make things 
tight in camp against the 
storm that was plainly brew- 
ing. Lightning flashes came so 
frequently we hardly needed 
the flashlight as we gathered 
the food box, cook kit and 
other gear and covered them 
with a weighted-<down tarp. 
The canoe was pulled up high 
on the gravel bar and turned 
over; the little outboard, rods, 
tackle boxes and creel made 
snug beside it. Then we made 
a place for Tiger just inside 
the tent door and the rain 
came down. 


While I tucked away some of 
the gear inside the tent, some- 
thing wet and cold slithered 
across my foot but jumped when 
I let out a yell and jerked 
away. Investigation with the 
light showed a good-sized bull- 
frog which I caught and heaved 
toward the river. The thunder 
and lightning were so continu- 
ous we didn’t sleep for awhile, 
but there was little wind. Now 
and then I'd flash the light to- 
ward the river’s edge to see if 
it was rising; for once, 20 years 
ago, we got caught in a 14-foot 
flood here on the head of the 
Current during the night. But 
the river stayed steady and we 
finally went to sleep to the 
pleasant drumming of rain On 
the taut canvas overhead. Even 
Tiger kept so quiet that when 
I next looked at my watch, it 
was 7 o'clock, and long. past 
breakfast-time. The rain had 
stopped, but below us the river 
had raised a foot and ran 
muddy, so that we knew our 
fishing was ended.
